A few day s ago m u ch fu n was 
poked at In dian a’s Sen ator, Sher­ 
m an M in ton , becau se he ad­ 
dressed a letter to a w ar gen eral 
who had been dead 119 y ears. 
A n other in stan ce, w herein the 
sen ator slipped, has been brou ght 
to light. 
A short tim e back he was m ak­ 
in g a brillian t address in the sen ­ 
ate, referrin g to the patriotic 
m an n er in w hich N athan Hale 
gav e his life—the m an who was 
sorry th a t he had on ly on e life 
to giv e for his cou n try . 
Clim ax in g his eloqu en t ad­ 
dress, the sen ator told how Na­ 
th a n Hale faced the firin g squ ad 
w ithou t a shu dder an d w ithou t 
battin g an ey e. 
Then a colleagu e in the sen ate 
arose an d rem in ded Mr. M in ton 
th a t it w asn ’t a firin g squ ad—bu t 
a rope arou n d his n eck. 
A sten ographer in the office 
m ight be blamed for addressin g 
a letter to G en eral St. Clair, bu t 
su rely the sten ographers don ’t 
prepare his messages giv en in 
the sen ate cham ber.

A lthou gh the pu rpose of the 
hom e m edicin e cabin et is 
the 
protection of health an d life, it 
frequ en tly becomes a sou rce of 
illn ess an d ev en death. 
The han dlin g of poison s seems 
to hav e am ple safegu ards throw n 
. arou n d it ev ery where ex cept in 
the home. Utm ost care is u sed by 
the m an u factu rer who makes it, 
th e phy sician who prescribes it 
an d the dru ggist who dispen ses it. 
B u t as soon as it reaches the 
home, th e safegu ards seem to 
break down . The box or bottle is 
placed in the medicin e cabin et 
alon g w ith a con glom eration of 
other box es, bottles an d w hat­ 
n ots. 
Alon g m ay come a child whose 
atten tion is attracted to 
the 
m y steriou s collection , an d before 
th e m other or father is aware of 
it a poison ou s tablet m ay hav e 
been swallowed. Ev en adu lts are 
n ot im m u n e to the seriou s possi­ 
bilities of the medicin e cabin et. 
R eachin g for a harm less remedy 
in the dark, or w ith atten tion di­ 
v erted elsewhere, m ay brin g fatal 
resu lts to the m an or woman do­ 
in g the reachin g. M an y su ch cas­ 
es are on record. 
The dan ger is a real on e. It is 
so real th a t the U n ited States 
pu blic health serv ice has taken 
recogn ition of it in a w arn in g in 
which it declares th a t the av er­ 
age person “messes u p ev ery thin g 
from common bakin g soda to 
bichloride of m ercu ry tablets, de­ 
spite th e fact th a t doctors hav e 
issu ed w arn in gs abou t this dan ­ 
ger of hav in g poison s in 
the 
home.” 
If poison s m u st be kept in the 
home, the proper way , of cou rse, 
is to segregate them an d to see 
th a t they are ou t of the reach of 
ex plorin g children . Equ al 
care 
shou ld be taken to see th a t they 
are so placed th a t there will be

TAX REVENUES ARE 
SHORT OF THE GOAL 


Actio n Needed to Keep Na­ 
tio n’s Deficit fro m Reach­ 
ing a New Hig h. 


W ashin gton , April 14 (£ >)—'The 
adm in istration , faced w ith fail­ 
u re of tax rev en u es to reach es­ 
tim ates, began tighten in g federal 
pu rsestrin gs today . 
Presiden t Roosev elt in stru cted 
heads of all gov ern m en t agen cies 
to effect an im m ediate cu rtail­ 
m en t of ex pen ditu res for 
the 
rem ain der of the fiscal y ear. 
Secretary 
W allace 
prom ptly 
an n ou n ced 8 50 workers wou ld be 
remov ed from th e agricu ltu ral 
adju stm en t adm in istration pay ­ 
roll a t the en d of this m on th. 
Mr. Roosev elt’s order y esterday 
said th e ex pen ditu re cu t wou ld 
be n ecessary to prev en t th e defi­ 
cit from bein g fa r greater th an 
the $2,652,654,000 estim ate for 
this fiscal y ear. 
‘T t is apparen t a t this tim e,” 
he said, “th a t the rev en u es of the 
gov ern m en t for the presen t fiscal 
y ear will be m aterially less th an 
the am ou n t estim ated in 
my 
bu dget message of last Jan u ary .” 
Treasu ry officials said they did 
n ot kn ow how m u ch cou ld be 
w hittled from projected ex pen di­ 
tu res, bu t asserted su bstan tial 
cu ts probably cou ld be effected. 
There 
was 
con jectu re 
ov er 
w hether other departm en t heads 
wou ld follow W allace’s lead in 
slashin g em ploy m en t rolls. 
The agricu ltu re chief said th e 
8 50 AAA employ es to be dismissed 
had been m akin g pay m en ts to 
farm ers u n der th e origin al crop 
con trol law. A staff of 120 will be 
kept to fin ish this work, he said. 
The presiden t will sen d to con ­ 
gress n ex t week rev ised bu dget 
estim ates for both the 19 37 an d 
1938 fiscal y ears, together with 
his estim ate of relief n eeds for 
th e latter.

The passen gers, in clu din g m il­ 
lion aires, diplom ats an d m an y 
of the best-kn ow n person ages 
of America an d Eu rope, felt on ­ 
ly a slight shock. 
The sea was calm , the sky 


bright w ith stars. There was n o 
im m ediate alarm .

—Here is th e story of h ow th is 
Republican-ruled city h as bene­ 
fited by taking advantage of gov­ 
ernm ent work relief funds. And 
it 
is 
not 
an 
ex ception, 
for 
th rough out Indiana every m u­ 
nicipality wh ich is governed by 
community -minded officials, re­ 
gardless of th eir political affilia­ 
tions, can boast of similar bene­ 
fits. 
One of th is city 's community 
prides is th e recently completed 
$250,000 court h ouse, regarded as 
one of th e most modern and im­ 
posing in th e middle west. Forty - 
five per cent of th e cost of th e 
structure was paid for with fed­ 
eral funds. 
Th e national guard armory 
h ere was remodeled in recent 
month s at an ex pense of $20,000, 
practically all of wh ich was 
financed by th e government. 
Ten miles of sewers and later­ 
als h ave been laid by federal- 
paid workmen and more th an 
900 h omes h ave been connected 
with sanitary sewers. 
One mile of city streets h as 
been resurfaced and a boulevard 
ligh ting sy stem h as been com­ 
pletely rebuilt.

To day Flo rida g rapefruit and Califo rnia o r­ 
ang es may be enjo y ed with equal relish in the 
dead o f winter, fro m ro ck-bo und Maine to the 
sto rmy co asts o f Oreg o n and Washing to n. The 
railro ads o wn and m aintain a quarter o f a mil­ 
lio n miles o f “line” — and mo v e co mmerce daily 
requiring mo re than a hundred tho usand rail­ 
ro ad cars o f many ty pes, av ailable fo r lo ading 
wherev er and whenev er freig ht is ready to mo v e. 
In times o f natio nal emerg ency the railro ads 
must be ready to serv e efficiently and at a mo ­ 
m ent’s no tice. During recent flo o ds in the Middle 
West the railro ads rendered inv aluable aid to 
the sufferers, and during the g reat dro ug hts o f 
1934 and 1935, the railro ads mo v ed liv esto ck o ut 
o f the afflicted areas witho ut delay , thus sav ­ 
ing millio ns o f do llars’ wo rth o f cattle and pre­ 
v enting a § erio us beef sho rtag e. 
Few appreciate the amazing wo rk o f o rg ani­ 
zatio n back o f mo dern, efficient railro ading . 
Still fewer fully appreciate the ex tent to which 
the railro ads make it po ssible fo r all o f us to en­ 
jo y present-day co mfo rts and lux uries.

A study co nducted in two ty pical states, Illi­ 
no is and New Yo rk, by Dr. Mabel Newco mer, 
Vassar eco no mist, is o f special interest. In New 
Yo rk a ty pical wag e-earner with an inco me o f 
$2,000, pay s $27 0 to $334 annually in tax es. In 


Illino is, where there is a sales tax , he pay s be­ 
tween $27 9 and $359. 
On a natio nal av erag e, tax es take appro x i­ 
mately 20 per cent o f inco me. This mo ney is 
co llected mainly thro ug h indirect tax es. The tax 
paid by the sho e m anufacturer and the retail 
sto re, is passed o n to the sho e buy er. The tax 
lev ied ag ainst the electric co mpany is a neces­ 
sary and substantial part o f the co nsumer’s bill. 
So it g o es, with ev ery thing we buy , lux ury o r 
necessity . 

Go v ernment can’t 
liv e o ff the rich — there aren’t eno ug h o f them. 
It must rely o n tho se o f small means fo r sus­ 
tenance.

arrested. This was a reductio n o f 
520,511 o r 22 per cent co mpared 
with the co rrespo nding perio d 
in the preceding y ear when the 
to tal number o f illeg al train rid­ 
ers and trespassers ag g reg ated 
2,340,57 0.
